unskilled. 
Furthermore, the Allies seem to be bitter against the Ger- 


man people because they do not consider themselves criminals. 
They forget that for the people to do so would be the very worst 
thing for all concerned. For if they lose their self-respect they 
certainly will not keep their obligations. 
This is true. So long as a man thinks he is a rascal he acts 


as a rascal. And his only hope of redemption is to learn to think 
of himself a? honest. 
Breaking down the morale of the German people is the 


purest way to plunge them into further ruin, and Europe with 
them. 
. 
, 
The real criminals of German-' v<--re its autocratic rulers, 


and those traditional delusions which kept them in power and 
the masses in helpless subservience. 
The war was supposedly w.-ij-n:. not against the German 


people, but against those ruling classes who had fooled and 
driven them. 
Now the Hohenzollerns and their ilk have gone. 
They 


have side-stepped, and the Allies are punishing their dupes. 


The Junkers cannot nay the huge indemnity demanded for 


the war. They have nothing to pay with. And tho Allies are 
making their wretched victims pay. 
A ruined, impoverished, or anarchy-ridden Germany will 


be of no good to us, cannot pay for the war damage, and will be 
a new source of danger. 
The better vengeance would be to do all we can to quiet 


Germany, to give her a chance to perfect democracy, to recover 
from her poverty and confusion, and to become a worthy mem- 
ber of the society of nations. 
, . 
The very best way to do, what it is ol course too mucn to 


hope, would "be for the People of Germany. France, and Eng- 
land to meet, thru representatives, and take such measures as 
•would restore prosperity. 
If we could not get rid of the Nation Myth and realize the 


People we should find the way out.
